SUBJECT: KOREA IN 29TH UNGA: NEPAL 

1. 1 MET WITH FONMIN KARKI MORNING OF DECEMBER 8 FOR AN 
EXTENDED REVIEW OF BOTH PROCEDURAL AND SUBSTANTIVE ASPECTS 
OF KOREAN ISSUE. HE CONFIRMED THAT AMBASSADOR UPADHYAY HAD 
BEEN INSTRUCTED TO ABSTAIN ON PROCEDURAL QUESTION OF VOTING 
PRIORITY, AS WELL AS TO ABSTAIN ON FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 

HE AGREED TO LOOK INTO QUESTION OF ABSTAINING ON MOTION NOT 
TO CONSIDER ALGERIAN RESOLUTION SHOULD FRIENDLY RESOLUTION 
PASS. 

2. WHILE HE LISTENED CAREFULLY TO MY PRESENTATION WHY 
VOTE FOR ALGERIAN RESOLUTION WOULD RUN CONTRARY TO NEPAL'S 
TRADITIONAL POLICY OF NON ALIGNMENT, HE DID NOT COMMIT HIMSELF 
BUT NOTED THAT NEPALESE SUPPORT FOR WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS 
UNDER UN FLAG HAD BEEN INDICATED BY HIM DURING HIS RECENT VISIT 

TO WASHINGTON AND "SHOULD COME AS NO SURPRISE." 

3. AT 1400 LOCAL TIME MFA CALLED TO SAY THAT "MINISTER KARKI 

HAS DECIDED TO REEXAMINE NAPAL'S POSITION ON ENTIRE QUESTION AND THAT 
REVIEW MIGHT TAKE SEVERAL HOURS SINCE HIGH LEVELS HAD TO BE CONSULTED. 

MFA ASKED HOW LATE DECISION COULD BE MADE AND "STILL BE HELPFUL." 
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COMMUNICATION BETWEEN MFA AND NEW YORK IS DIFFICULT. (WE HAVE 
SUBSEQUENTLY BEEN TOLD THAT GON NOT IN COMMUNICATION WITH UN 
DELEGATION SINCE LAND LINES TO DELHI, THROUGH WHICH THEY REACH NEW 
YORK, ARE DOWN. ) 

4. HOWEVER, AT 1600 HOURS MFA CALLED AGAIN TO INFORM US THAT TWO 
TELEGRAMS HAD SUBSEQUENTLY BEEN RECEIVED FROM UPADHYAY. IN THE 
FIRST, HE RECOMMENDS ABSTAINING ON BOTH SUBSTANTIVE RESOLUTIONS. THE 
SECOND, HOWEVER, REQUESTS MINISTRY AUTHORITY TO ALLOW HIM TO VOTE 
"ACCORDING TO MY DISCRETION, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT VIEWS OF ASIAN 
COUNTRIES." 

5. COMMENT: MFA BELIEVES THAT IN LIGHT OF THESE TELEGRAMS UPADHYAY 
NOW WANTS TO ABSTAIN. WE, HOWEVER, ARE NOT SO SURE THAT UPADHYAY'S 
"DISCRETION" WOULD NECESSARILY BE IN OUR FAVOR. MINISTRY, HOWEVER, 

IS RELUCTANT TO INSTRUCT UPADHYAY THROUGH USUN SINCE, IN THEIR 

VIEW, IT WOULD UNDERCUT HIS AUTHORITY. MFA DID AGREE THAT USUN SHOULD 

INFORM UPADHYAY THAT "IT HAS RECEIVED HIS MESSAGES AND IT IS THE 
MINISTER'S HOPE THAT HE WILL CONFORM HIS VOTING WITH LIKE-MINDED 
COUNTRIES OF THE REGION." MFA STATES THAT IN REALITY, PHRASE "LIKE 
MINDED COUNTRIES OF REGION" MEANS INDIA. 

6. AT SAME TIME MFA SAID THAT HIS INSTRUCTIONS TO ABSTAIN ON 
PROCEDURAL ISSUE AND ON FRIENDLY RESOLUTION REPRESENTED HIS LATEST 
THINKING." IF USUN CAN SET THIS ACROSS TO UPADHYAY WITHOUT 
REPRESENTING IT AS MFA INSTRUCTION IT MAY PREVENT UPADHYAY FROM 
VIOLATING PREVIOUS INSTRUCTIONS TO ABSTAIN ON PROCEDURAL ISSUE. 

7. PROMPT APPROACH BY USUN TO UPADHYAY SHOULD HELP AVERT POSSIBILITY 
THAT HE WILL MOVE AWAY FROM GAINS ALREADY SCORED ON PROCEDURE AND 
ON FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. SUGGEST USUN INFORM HIM THAT FONMIN 
CONFIRMED TO ME THIS MORNING THAT INSTRUCTIONS HAD BEEN 

SENT TO ABSTAIN ON PRIORITY AND ON FRIENDLY RESOLUTION. 

IF OTHER SOUTH ASIAN COUNTRIES STAY IN LINE, PARTICULARLY INDIA, IT 
SHOULD BE POSSIBLE TO GET HIM TO ABSTAIN ON ALL ASPECTS OF 
KOREAN QUESTION. SEEN FROM HERE, IT APPEARS THAT GON IN LIGHT OF OUR 
EXTENSIVE DISCUSSIONS TODAY, NOW WANTS UPADHYAY TO ABSTAIN ON 
ALL ASPECTS BUT DOES NOT WISH TO SPECIFICALLY COUNTERMAND PREVIOUS 
INSTRUCTIONS ON ALGERIAN RESOLUTION. 
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
